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1^* Notice of Non-Compliance received regarding the need for a clean 
version of the replacement paragraphs. We had received a communication 
from the PTO dated 10/20/2000 laying out the new formatting of the 
Amendments. 

Supplemental Amendment filed with clean version. , 
2"^ Notice of Non-Compliance received stating: 

Pages 1 and 2 needed to be rewritten in paragraph form showing changes. 
Pages 4, 5 and 6 needed to state what pages and lines the paragraphs 
referred to. 

Bill and Leigh spoke to the Examiner. We submitted the clean version but it 
was not placed in front and was missed by the person entering the 
Amendments. The Examiner, Temica, then noticed that two commas were 
underlined in the Claim. The Examiner asked that we fax the Claim in 
without the commas to her fax and that she would issue another Office 
Action. 

Faxed the Claim to the Examiner (2 pages). Also faxed the Supplemental 
Amendment filed (12 pages) 

Called the PTO to inquire on the status of the Application. The Examiner 
asked us to fax our response to her again. 

Leigh called the Examiner for status and was advised there was a Notice of 
Abandonment issued but never sent. 

Spoke to Examiners Supervisor Krista Zele and she suggested that we fax 
over the documents that were in response to the 2"^ Notice of Compliant 
Amendment and suggested that we request a withholding of abandonment. 
She would look at it and get back to us. 

Called Examiners Supervisor Krista Zele to check on the status of the 
Application. She said she needed time to look it over and she will call us 
back 

Our request to withhold abandonment was denied and the supervisor 
suggested we file a Petition to Revive an Unintentionally Abandoned 
Application.
